PARNELL DISSATISFIED WITH THE 
COURSE OF “UNITED IRELAND.” 


Congratulations to the Clergy on Their 
Work in the Election—Healy’s Tirade 
Against Parnell—O’Brien and Gill Ar- 
rive in France—A Story of the Election

LONDON, Dec. 25.—On his return from Kil- 
kenny to Dublin, Mr. Parnell visited the of- 
fices of the United Ireland, and is saidto have 
expressed dissatisfac- 
tion with the way that 
the paper had been 
run during the Kil- 
kenny campaign, and 
especially in the mat- 
ter of cartoons, Mr. 
John O’Connor, M. 
P-., one of Mr. Par- 
neli’s parliamentary 
adherents, has: been 
editing the paper and 
will probably retire, 
in any event, after 
the Paris conference 
with Mr. O’Brien. The 
evicted tenants of the 
Smith-Barry estate helda meeting Tuesday 
to consider the situation. Someof them are 
in absolute want and there isa strong feeling 
in favor of a wholesale surrenderto Smith- 
Barry, whose agent, Mr. Townsend, has no- 
tified the tenants severally thatthe unoccu- 
pied farms are stillattheir disposaland the 
old terms without any additional charge for 
the improvements towhich they have for- 
feited their title. It is evident that unless 
arrangements are speedily made for funds, 
the plan of campaign will be.a complete 
failure.

INCIDENTS OF THE ELECTION. 

The following isan anti-Parnell account of 
the scenes and incidents in North Kilkeny 
on election day: 

In Ballyragget, one curate declared to the 
crowd of men around him that the curse of 
God would fall on any voter who cast a ballot 
in favor of Parnell and against the Bishops. 
Another priest, named Fahey, marched about 
Kilkenny town, maudlin drunk, with a 
crowd of rufflans at his heels. In Castle 
Comer, where the priests had almost every 
thing their own way, they surrounded the 
polling booth, leading men up to 
the registry lists and following them 
till the bailots -were deposited in 
the box. In that towu @ out of every 100 men 
declared themselves as illiterate voters. The 
official appointed to prepare the. ballot for 
these illiterate men was a priest. He had 
ample assistance from the throng of his 
brethren outside. The rival candidates were 
swamped and lost sight of in the activity of 
the priests. They trooped about the streets 
a country roads, from house to house, 
crowds of men,women and children following 
at their heels, shouting, cheering, singing ri- 
bald songs and using the most indecent 
language expressive of the relations between

An Interesting Sketch of the Famous 
Ancient City of Kilkenny. 

The County of Kilkenny. where Parnell 
waged his great political battle, isone of the 
most historic spots inall of ‘‘Ireland’s holy 
ground.’’ Its ancient name was Ossory and 


‘it still retains that name asa Catholic Bish- 


opric. It was called Ossory after Angus 
Osraigh, who flourished in the first century, 


and who distinguished himself by defending 
the homes of the people of the Valley of the 
Nore from the incursions of wandering 
tribes. Having these 
tribes and driv from 
the country between “the Barrow and the 
Suir, he established the Kingdom of ae 
which is now the County of Kilkenny. Fro 

the Christian Era tothe English invasion the 
successors of Angus ina direct line were the 
Kings of Ossory, suffering but one defeat at 
the hands of the Danes in 815. Domhnall IV. 
was the last King. He succeeded to the throne 
in 1169. In 1170 Strongbow landed tn Ireland, 
and among the first places he captured was 
the Kingdom of Ossory, which he left at his 
death to his daughter. It was after the ad- 
vent of Strongbow that the name of Ossory 
was changed to Kilkenny,- which means the 
Church of St. Kenny or t. Canice. 

The city of Kilkenny is one of the most 
ancient in Ireland. It wastwice destroyed by 
fire, in 1068 and 1114, and in 1175 the town was 

emolished by the Irish themselves as a 
neans of embarrassing Strongbow’s forces, 
which had then gaine gn ge of it. The 
foundation of -— resent c ays was laid by 
Karl Mareschal, Oo marri Strongbow’s 
daughter. He built the present Castle 
of Kilkenny in 1195, and surrounded him- 
self with such a_i loyal ioe ret- 
inue that henceforth Kilkenn was 
called ‘the ‘‘most loyal city of the. Pale.’’ 
The descendants of Mareschal were not, 
however, as loyal tothe English kings as the 
founder of the family, for we find the city of 
Kilkenny to,be the scene of the meeting of 
the Irish Parliament in 1641. — was — 
last Irish Parliament ever convened 
land—that is, without the authorit 
English Government.

* Christmas, a white Christmas, the glad old 
holiday of the story books and the pictures 
apd the songs of childhood, dawned in St. 
Louts just as Christmas should always dawn. 
The snow lay deep on the _ streets, 
on the house tops, on the bare 
trees, on the telegraph poles and 
wires. Itfrosted the window panes, and it 
still fell, when day came, as it had fallen all 
through Christmas Eve night, steadily and 
noiselessly, filling the air with its kindly vell 
of white, through which everything assumed 
the true, typical Christmas appearance. 

There is no other holiday like it. If Christ- 
mas were dropped from the calendar and for- 
gotten by humanity the world would grow 
cold so rapidly that ulsters would have to be 
worn through the dog days an@ the north 
pole would furnish the average temperature 
of the universe. 

Christmas is a great day. Itis not only 
great for children but great for grown folk, 
for mothers and fathers, for grown sisters 
and brothers, for bachelorsand old maids, 
for everybody who has a spark of kindness 
leftin them, no matter how deep in their 
bosoms it may be slumbering. 

One remarkable feature of Christmas, how- 
ever, often escapes the first classification of 
the typical features that go to make Christ- 
mas.

It is thd 
one salient feature of every Christmas pic- 
ture, this same contrast of light and shadow.

Quite a differentiday was the great holiday 
of 1878. The mercury was down to 1 deg. 
above zero that morning. It had been down 
to 8 deg. below zero the day before and 
the weather had been steadily cold for 
several weeks. Onthe 2th the river freze 
above the bridge and all dayChristmas the ice 
was crowded with men, women and children 
going over to the Illinois shore and re. 
turn ng. ° 
The day in 1879 was quite cold. The mercury 
was down to 1 deg. below zero early in the 
morning and rose to 17 above at 2 o’clock. 
There was ten minutes snow in the afternoon, 
which scarcely covered the ground. 

A light snow began on Dec. 2, 1890, at 8.30 
Pe m., which continued until 7:15 on the morn- 
ng of Dec. 25. There was a little sleighing. 

Previous to Christmas, 1881, there had been 
a cold wave, but iteliminished thet day. The 
sun shown all day. 

At midnight Christmas eve, 1882, rain - ~ 
to fall. It continued until 6:20that day. The 
clouds hid the sun until just before its set-

The lowest temperature of a cold wave was 
reached on Dec. 25, 1884, and that was zero. 
The mercury had been going down for a week. 
There were two flurries of snow, one from 
4a. m.to6:40a.m.,andone from 10:%a. m. 
to 2:30 p. m., but ft all amounted to only an 
inch, he afternoon was clear. 

A cold wave also ran down to Christmas, 
1885, the minimum being reached that mid- 
night. The day was fair. 

Acold wave began disappearing on Dec. 
23, 1886, but it went offslowly, andas there 
was snow onthe 23d, moreonthe 24thanda 
little on the 25th, there was some sleighing 
on the last day. 

The day in 1887 was devided between clouds 
and fair and was fairly cold. 

There was rain in the afternoon of Dec. 25 
1858, from 2:55 to 6:25, and the next daya col 
wave came down on the town. 

Last Christmas there were several light 
showers in the morning, but the weather 
cleared and the sun came out brightly in the 
afternoon. The mercury got 16 deg. higher 
than it had been on Christmas in. twenty 
years,and 40deg. above the average tem- 
perature for the day. 

Christmas Day, 1890, may not be the warm- 
est nor the coldest ofthe series, but it bids 
fair to be inthe center of the driest season 
St. Louls has ever known. 

IN POVERTY CASTLE. 
JOY BROUGHT TO NINE HUNDRED SAD OLD 
HEARTS AT THE POOR HOUSE, 


OVERTY has its 

Christmas as well as 

riches,and the same 

joy which is mani- 

fested in palaces. of 

luxury when _ this 

season of happiness 

comes round is in 

the huts ofthe poor, 

even if the orna- 

mental expression 

given it be.not so 

grand, so dazzling, 

so pleasing to the 

eye. The very air of 

Christmas day seems to infusea feeling of 

happiness that cannot be crowded out by sor- 
row or hidden by a multitude of griefs. 

The Poor-house ts filled with objects of pity. 
More than 400 of them share their build- 
ing with 500 others who receive more) pity 
and care for it less—the insane—and this 
strange congregation of crazy, blind, help- 
less, infirm, crippled, armless, legless, bed- 
ridden paupers make up acommunity of sor- 
row and discontent, but you may find Christ- 
mas there and an exuberance of spirits that 
issurprising. The faces of these woe-begone 
soldiers inthe army of Tatterdemaleon bright- 
en up when Christmas comes and for days they 
have been looking forward to this day with as 
eager anticipation as children. They have 
talked of it and expected it, knowing that 
when itcameit would be a variation onthe 
routine of their monotonous life, and know- 
ingtoothaton that day they would have a 
turkey dinner with jelly and ple and cake, 
sweetmeats and good things which rarely find 
their way into Poverty Castle. 

The old fellows have a habit,and it isa habit 
of long standing, of wrapping themselves up 
warmly and sitting on the porch out inthe 


sun when the weather is bright, and there 
they sit, sometimes chatting, sometimes sil- 
lently smoking theirold pipes, pausing now 
and then between puffs to speak for the thou- 
sandth time of something the city ought todo. 
There they build castles in the air, they put 
up new bulldings which they insist they ought 
to have, and furnishthem with comfortable 
fittings which they insist they have not got. 
They show how the grounds might be im.- 
proved here and beautified there. -They 
might do it themselves, but they never do. 
They live in aé state of chronic injury 
and resentment and because ‘‘the city’’ 
will not do for them what it ought todo they 
firmly resolve that out ofa spirit of pure re- 
venge they will do nothing for themselves. 
But Christmas varies this petulent dialogue. 
It turns to the present subject, Christmas 
and they talk of Chrismases long ago and 
memory colors the festivities of that time 
with lights which I do not belleve shined 
round itthen. It may have been very happy, 
truly, Dut it was not the same Christmas then 
that it seems to be when recalled from the 
past by the withered old man who occupies 
quarters in the alms -house fty 
years later. Some have Christ- 
mas times to remember to which 
they joyfully return for itisa going back to 
happy times, hours free from care, full of 
mirth. Others do not loose that habitual 
look of sorrow which comes, I think, froma 
life of bitterness in which there have been no 
hours free from care, none full of mirth. 

And yet to these poor remnants of worn out 
time the coming of Christmas is yet a pleasure. 
Their hearts do not leap asin years gone by, 
buta quiet expectancy takes possession of 
them, and though Christmas may bring 
nothing, still it is Christmas and they are 

lad it has come, giad they are here to meet 
t, though perhaps they might willingly lay 
down the burden next day. 

THE CHRISTMAS DINNER. 

Mr. Taaffe, the Superintendent of the Poor.- 
house, says the aged children who live under 
his kindly care didnot rise any earlier this 
morning than they usually do, but ‘‘Merry 
Christmas,’’ ‘‘Merry Christmas,’’ was heard 
by the time they were astir, and the old men 
saluted the old ladies with an additional 
attention to the forms of polite society, 
which is sometimes neglected when a 
special occasion for the display is lack- 
ing. Breakfast was a little more elaborate 
this morning and nothing could usher in 
Christmas ina more welcomen fashion than 
an increase of the bill of fare. There were 
religious services later ahd then the ladies of 
the Flower Mission came and left flowers, 
more many more than usual, and papers, 
magazines and books, which were eagerly 
sought for. By the time the periodicals 
reach the Poor-house they are well out of 
date, but the latest to arrive there is ‘‘the 
new one,’’ and there are readers awaiting 
them. 

When dinner hour came,the event of the 
day occurred. The tables looked brighter for 
ne were more elaborately set. There were 
littie dishes of cranberry sauce to go 
with the turkey, extra vegetable- dishes 
and bunches of celery with their white stalk 
and bright green top, standing like a bouquet 
in the center of the tables. Thesmellof roast 
turkey had strutted, gobbler-like, into the 
room. The feasters revelled in anticipation, 
and they watcbed with eager eyes the door 
through which the platters, burdened with 
nicely carved turkey and stuffling, fragrant 
with thyme, were borne to the tables. here 
was nothing but pleasure in this to them, but 
to those who Watched them there was pity in 
it. That eager, impatient look was sorrowful 
to see.

under his charge. 
‘*‘What did our bill of 
fare consist of? Why, 
bread and boiled po- 
tatoes, and pork and 
cabbage, beef soup—a 
pretty. substantial 
meal, don’t you think so? They like pork and

cabbege for Christmag extras a good deal 
better than turkey, Gus Tayon tried turkey 
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ave. 


John was a bashful boy; while look- | 
ing up into Santa’s Kind face he forgot all 


one year at the Poor-house and it was a dead 
failure. Turkey wouldn’t give satisfaction 
at all with us and, besides, it would take too 
much to goround. You see, we have about 
300 prisoners and while that is less than we’ve 
had for five years, it’s a when you 
feed ’em on turkey. Women? 
lots of ’em—about one toevery sixmen. I 
believe there are fifty altogether in the insti- 
tution and they do the washing, cooking and 
scrubbing for us. The chair factory, you 
know, has been abandoned and the women 
are not worked on the rock- pile now, as for- 
merly, but are confined exclusively to house- 
work. That is all the work being done to- 
day, however, as the rock-breakers have 
been laid off for Christmas. They are cele- 
brating the day by singing sOngs, playing 
cards, pe pipes and spinning yarns, the 
diversions of the women not differing mate- 
rially from those of the men. Several of our 
women ought to be out of here, as thfs is no 
peace for them, and one old-timer in particu- 
ar, for they say she is 80 years old, and I don’t 
think she can much less. She has been 
in the Poor-house several times, but she 
doesn’t like it out there and as she is 
a privileged character on account of her age, 
she walks out when she gets tired of staying 
there and goes back to town. Then, as she 
has no home, she has to sleep out anywhere, 
and almost the first night she ts found sleep- 
ing in some hallway and is arrested, Then she 
goes to the police court and is fined $10 or $20 
and costs and as no one pays her fine she is 
sent down here to the Work-hopse. We have 
her now under a $20 fine for trespass. The 
Judge, of course, wouldn’t send her here if 
there was any other place to send her, but it 
seems to me that she ought to be in the Old 
People’s’ Home or some institution of that 
kind. Of course we don’t require Bridget to 
work here. She just sits around and does 
nothing. Sheis generally quiet and harm- 
less, butt is getting childish and usually in- 
sists upon having her own way.’’ 

Supt. |Carroll’s records show that she has 
been committed to the Work-house more 
times and has spent a greater number of 
days thiere than any other prisoner at the 
institution, and the charges on which she 
has been committed have been almost in- 
varia oY either drunkenness or trespass. The 
police Know her weil, and particularly the 
Officers; of the Third District. Sergt. Jack 
Shore, Who has beenon the force a genera- 
tion or more, can’t remember the time 
when Bridget Powers wasn’t an occasional 
lodger-at the Third District Police Station. 
He thinks that she is about 70 years old, and 
says that she received $1,500a few years ago 
on account ofthe death of her son, who was 
drowned in the river, but what went with 
the money he doesn’t know, unless 
the whisky shops got it. Her husband 
has been dead these many years and the only 
children still believed to living are two 
daughters, one of whom went tothe bad, the 
other turning Out pretty well and marrying a 
quarryiman, but where she is now nobody 
seems to know. 

Bridget Powérs may feel more at home and 
be better contented where she is than she 
would bein a palace, but, nevertheless, it 
seems like a disgrace tothecity to allow an 
old woman over 70 —S age, who is guilty 
of no crime except agai herself, to end her 
days in the Work-house,

Hlaskell, clerk in the Massachusetts State 
I’rison, showed by the prison record that 
$1,279 were pald by the prison authorities on 
Isaac’s orders to Hiram, Jeannette,Isaac and 
Isaac’s father. Frank E. Richard- 
son of Boston testified to seeing Hiram 
and Isaac at witness’ store after 
Isaac’s release from prison. The exact time 
he could not fix.

ests and cause great injury tocommerce and 
the shippingtrade. Itisnot believed, how- 
ever, that the protests will have the desired 
effec i: as the present Government and Parlia- 
mentare thoroughly committed to protec- 
tion.

PARIS, Dec. 25.—Eyraud, the Parisian 
strangler, condemned to death, is still hope- 
ful of being granted a new trial. Gabrielle 
Bompard, his companion incrime, is not at 
all cast down by her twenty years’ sentence. 
It is possible that she will be released after 
serving ten years’ time. She will then be 
still comparatively young. 

GAY PARIS DISGUSTED. 

PARIS, Dec. 2.—The weather has moder- 
ated in France and Parisis disgusted with the 
resulting thaw. The Jardin des Piante had 
to be closed for two nights on account of the 
melting ice forming a quagmire, but it will 
be re-opened to-day. 

NAVAL REFORM IN FRANCE. 

PARIS, Dec. 25.—A commission of the French 
Chamber of Deputies is considering the ques- 
tion of naval reform. Admiral Vallon stated 
before the commission that with 400 torpedo 
boats the coast of France would be prac- 
tically invulnerable. He expressed very little 
confidence in submarine torpedo boats. .

BERLIN, Dec. 25.—The news that Baron 
Wissman had recalled Emin Pasha is not re- 
ceived favorably in Berlin, but probably no 
action will be taken until Baron Soden, who 
embarked in the early part of December for 
Germany, has arrived and made his report. 

Jewish Persecution in Russia. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 25.—The Jews every- 
where are throwing their property on the 
market in obedience tothe decree already 
prepared and to .be promulgated about the 
ist of January, prohibiting Jews from owning 
real estate. In Odessa a Jewish syndicate has 
been organized to facilitate the emigration of 
Russian Jews to England. In London public 
sentiment is strongly opposed to such immi- 


gration. 


The Scotland Railway Strike. 

GLASGOW, Dec. 25.—The success of the 
Scotch railway men in paralyzing the traffic 
of the roads is largely due to the excellent 
discipline of the strikers, especially in the 
matter of organized picket duty. It is almost 
impossible for any man seeking work to pass 
the strikers’ lines and obtain an interview 
with the railroad officials.

Last night Walsen, one of the local 
flyers, increased his score to ninety-three 
milesand gaveup. This morning when he 
appeared he had on his street clothes 
and said he had enough of 
the business, He is now 
convinced that — six-day-go-as-you-please 
races are not his forte: When he walked 
around to-day he appeared to be in torture. 
His shoes were very full of feet. Howley, 
the other local man, still sticks to the track 
and appeared to be in good condition. Heis 
hopelessly behind, however, and as there is 
no earthly prospect of his covering 
425 miles, the distance necessary 
to secure. the $100 special prize 


for local walkers it is hard to understand why 
he remains in the race, unless it be to satisfy 
himself that he can go through a six-day 
contest.

new navy of more than usual excellence. The 
fact that the new warship had been compelled 
to abandon her official trip over a week ago 
owihg tothe breaking of a couple of bolts on 
the forward engine gave a tone of anxiety to 
those interested as to how she would p@rform 
Monday. But from the time ‘‘ahead full 


speed’’ was signaled fromthe bridge to the 
engine-room at 8 o’clock in the morning, 
until *‘half speed’’ was signaled at 12:40 p.

the ship had exceeded her contract require- 
ments and was to become, as she had al- 
ready been designated, the ‘‘pride of the 
navy.’’ 

The Newark started to seaon her trial at 8 
o’clock Monday morning, and at 8:10, having 

assed the Capes, the officers began 

he official data. From the start the engines 
worked magnificently, Chief Engineer John 
Patterson, who has handled all of the Cramps’ 
boats being in charge, aided by a corps of 
machinists and engineers capable of ge ting 
all possible power out of the engined:

KILEENNY AND HOME RULE. 


The Unionists 6f England knew what) 


they were doing when they gave their 
sympathy and support to PARNELL in his 
effort to split the Irish Home Rulers into 
bitterly hostile factions. If he had entered 
into an engagement with the Unionists to 
ruin the Irish cause politically, they could 
not have asked him to make the wreck 
worse than he has made it, nor could they 
have asked him to dedicate the remainder 
of his life to such work more fiercely than 
he does in his proclaimed intention of 
keeping up the fight as long as he can, 
with Unionist money and Unionist help, 
muster a squad of personal supporters in 
any Irish parliamentary district.

INDIANA’S “PULL.”’ 


It is not alone by securing nominations 
on the presidential tickets of both parties 
and obtaining an extra allowance of offices 
and election fund expenditures that In- 
dianaillustrates the advantage of being a 
variable and doubtful State. 

Indiana sent out 197,147 soldiers during 
the war, and she now has 47,798 pensioners. 
Her proportion of pensioners to enlist- 
ments is1to4.1. Making due allowance 
for deaths and emigrations to newer 
States, this indicates that nearly half the 
surviving veterans in Indiana have asked 
for pensions, and that to receive they have 
only had to ask. 

Illinois furnished 62,000 soldiers more 
than Indiana, and lacks 7,855 of having as 
many pensioners. The proportion of pen- 
sioners to enlistments in Illinois is 1 to 6.5; 
in Massachusetts, 1to7; in Pennsylvania, 
1to7.5. But these States were all counted 
as safe for the Republicans by large majori- 
ties. By being rather steadily Democratic 
New York can boast of only 50,206 pen- 
sioners out of 467,017 enlistments, a pro- 
portion of 1 to 9. 

If there has been no prostitution of the 
pension fund to partisan purposes, no jug- 
gling with pension claims for cffect in elec- 
tions, how has it happened that the allow- 
ance of pensions to Indiana so far exceeds 
the allowance of any other State in propor- 
tion to enlistments?

NEGRO SUFFRAGE. 

Senator VANCE represents the public 
opinion of all the States in which the whites 
are not scared out of their wits by the bug- 
aboo of negro domination when he opposes 
Senator BUTLER’S proposition on behalf of 
two'or three States to accept diminished 
representation in return for negro disiran- 
chisement by the abrogation of the Fif- 
teenth Amendment. Negro suffrage has 
come to stay, subject to only such 
limitation as each state may im- 
pose in the way of educational or 
property qualifications upon black and 
white alike. The spirit of JEFFERSON so 
pervades the land that the people are 
afraid of universal suffrage in two or three 
States only, and their Jefiersonian faith in 
it leads them to believe that it will event- 
ually be best for those States also, if it is 
notsonow. The negro deprived of suf- 
frage would bea more mischievous and 
troublesome factor in our social and polit- 
ical life than he is now, and the negro 
problem would be far more formidable and 


difficult to deal with than it is now.

HAVING spent the surplus and increased 


the taxes on necessaries, the party in power 
is now proposing to borrow $200,000,000 on 
a new issue of bonds. The provision in 
the bill that this money shall be used only 
in buying outstanding bonds at a premium 
will not stand longinthe way of subsidy 
grabbers and rapidly increasing appropria- 
tions. The pretense that the purpose of 
the bill was to make money easier was 


openly abandoned when the clause pro-, 


viding for an issue of Treasury notes in 
place of retired bank notes was stricken 
out. As the measure now stands it is sim- 
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ply a device to secure bendholders another 
harvest of 25 per cent premiums when there 
is no surplus to draw from, and to restore 
to the national banks their former control 
over the volume of currency, by giving 
them new bonds on which they can issue 
notes and draw interest on both bonds and 
notes. When they want to contract the 
currency by withholding their notes they 


will still be sure of interest on their bonds.

We have had nearly three months of Mc-

Wedonot affirm thatthe McKinley Dill 
has been the sole cause of the trouble, but it 
has contributed its quota. Certainly it has 
not prevented hard times, as McKinley and 
his deluded followers said that it would. If 
it has had any effect upon wages it has re- 
ducedthem.

We 
know that it has caused an advance in prices, 
because the dealers are advertising this fact 
in the newspapers and in circulars every day. 
That it has curtailed sales and shortened 
trade every merchant’s ledger will show.

From 
that on there is a steady increase in the day’s 
length—small at first, but rapidly increasing.

Tho drift in railway 
affairs is all toward the point fixed by Hunt- 
ingion, and inevitably so, apparently; but it 
only carries every step of the way the greater 
possibility of making the regulative arm of 
the people more and miore effective.

A GREAT FALL OF SNOW.

IT WAS GENERALIN THIS SECTION, AND 
DELAYED TRAFFIC. 


Trains From the East, West, North and 
South All More or Less Late—Street | 
Car Traffic Interfered With Early in 
the Day.

- When the tiny flakes 

began dropping 

yesterday afternoon 

everybody seemed 

pleased at theidea 

of having snow onthe ground for Christmas, 
but few wanted such a generous 
supply of it. The little flakes 
were succeeded in short order by big ones, 
and as day wore into night the storm in- 
creased in size and vigor. A stiff breeze scat- 
tered the flakes in all directions and made big 
drifts along the streets and sidewalks. This 
had the effect of making things unpleasant 
for those who had business on the streets. 
Many had their Christmas shopping to at- 
tena to» and they did not permit 
the big drifts to keep them in- 
doors. The streets down town were 
crowded until late last night with people hur- 
rying in all directions with Christmas bundles 
under their arms. Occasionally some lady 
would slip on the slippery sidewalks and fall, 
bundles and all, and these little accidents 
would cause some merrimentin the imme- 
diate vicinity of the occurrence. It was 
Christmas eve, however, and a cyclone could 
hardly have kept those who had 
gifts to purchase from accomplishing 
their purpose. The stores everywhere 


did a rushing business despite the terrific fall 
of ‘the beautiful. 

The street railroads have no particular use 
for snow, even though itis generally desired 
about Christmas. Alight fall of snow they 
wlll accept without much of a murmur, but 
the storm of last night and 
this morning caused some of them to use 
rather emphatic language in explaining their 
state of feeling. When the snow began drift- 
ing they started out their snow plows 
and salt cars, but even this did not 
give much relief, as the chang- 
ing wind would blow the snow 
back on the tracks before the plows could 
vet over the lines. The plows were Kept run- 
ning allnight, and mostof the Mnes got out 
their cars, early this morning, but it was 
found exceedingly difficult to run on schedule 
time. The Olive street cable Kept itscars 
running, but slowed up considera- 
ble on account of the heavy 
tracks. The plows were outali night and at 
fo’ciock this morning when the first car 
pulled out of the power-house the tracks 
were fairly clear of snow. 

The other lines had to lend every energy 
towards keeping their cars moving andthe 
lines using horses and mules had to ‘‘double 
up’’ ina number of eases, by hitching four 
horses tothe double enders and two head to 
the bobtails. 

STREET CAR TRAFFIC INTERFERED WITH. 

The street cars were seriously interfered 
with by the snowstorm,but as a general thing 
all cars were running regularly before 9 
©’clockK this morning. All of the best patron- 
ized lines kept their snow sweepers going all 
night, but despite this precaution the first 
few cars came in behind time. 

On the Bellefontaine line the night and 
early morning cars were somewhat behind, 
but later in the day schedule time was made. 
The snow plows were at work all night. 

Considerable trouble was experienced by 
the Cass avenue people early in the morning, 
but the track was cleared early and all pas- 
sengers sent through on schedule time, 

The Citizens’ Rallway Co. prepared for the 
threatened storm yesterday afternoon, and 

cars on both their MNnes—Easton and King’s 
highway, and Marcus avenue and st. Charles 
rock road—were clear at an early hour this 
morning. The first few cars were behind 
thme, but this was owing to the constantly 
drifting snow. The company had a large 
gang of men at workon-the road all last 
night. 

The cars on the Fourth street and Arsenal 
line encountered only fractional delays. The 
track was thoroughly clear this morning, 
every precaution having been taken 

Little difficulty was experienced by the Lin- 
dell Railway Co. on their line. The early cars 
were delayed somewhat, but after the first 
few trips schedule time was made. 

The Missouri Railroad Co, report everything 
ontime. Great care wastaken to clear the 
track last night, and as a result the early cars 
were not delayed. 

schedule time was being made at 8 o’clock 
on the Mound City road. The early cars were 
somewhat delayed, but so soonas the track 
was cleared schedule time was made. 

On the Northern Central road every precau- 
tion was taken to preventa snow backade,a 
large gang of men working the entire night. 
Cars were running on schedule time at 7 
o*clock. 

The storm king’s ravages did not delay 
travel onthe lines of the People’s Rallway 
Co. Only the very eariy cars were behind 
time and that was mostly owing to the slip- 
pery condition of the track. Everything was 
running as usual at 9 o’clock. 

Among the last roadsto recover from the 
effects of the storms was the Southern. Their 
track could not, it seemed, be Kept entirely 
clear of drifts. The delays were wee | minor, 
however, and everything was on time at 10 
o’clock. No further trouble ts anticipated. 

By keeping theirsnow plows constantly at 
work last night, the St. Louls cable Co. were 
enabled torun ontimeeven duringthe very 
early hours. 

Everything possible was doneto prevent 
blockades onthe Broadway lines. But des- 
pite the hard work the early cars were some- 
what delayed. An immense gang of men were 
at work on the road during the night. Noat- 
nome was made to use the northern cable ex- 
tension, horse cars being sent over the road. 
This part of the road will not, itis thought, 
be started to-day. 

Some trouble was experienced by the Union 
Depot line in getting poo early morning cars 
through, but everyth - was running 
smoothly later inthe day. The ‘Cdlcers of this 

company say that the snow drifted ver 
badly and that the work of clearing the trac 
was an immense undertaking. 

The large gang of workmen on the Union 
Railway did not go to bed last nightand as a 
result the first few cars were the only ones 
that were delayed. All cars were moving 
nicely and on schedule time at 8 o’clock. 

All the lines aay that they do not anticipate 
any further trouble from the elements, and 
promise totake patrons home on time to- 


night. 
RAILROAD TRAINS DELAYED, 

With but few exceptions all the trains on 
the various lines were late this qmorning. 
The snow had been expected,‘ but the 
precautions. taken were to no great avail. 
The blockade was run early in the night and 
such a thing as:speed was soon out of the 
question.

A STARTING MACHINE. 

One ofthe problems most difficult of solu- 
tion In connection with racing is the securihg 
of uniformly good starting. Menwith the 
qualities requisite to make a good starter are 
so very scarce that the recognized masters 


ofthe art, Caldwell and Sheridan, are paid 
$100 per day for their services, and it is well 
known that even they frequently give ragved 
and uneven starts, simply because that is 
a thing that canhot be avoided when the 
fields are large and the horses and jockeys 
unruly. 

A New York genius is of the -opinion that he 
has perfected a mechanical device that will 
wzreatly improve starting in the future. The 
Sporting World thus describes his invention:

THE FAT MAN’S GIFT. 
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HE MAEES A PRESENT TO ALL OTHER 
FAT PEOPLE. 


His Chrismas Offering Is the Secret of Be- 
coming Shapely—His Daily Diary From 
Dec. 25, 1889, to Dec, 25, 1890. 


FAT man’s gift to 
fat mankind is one 
of the Christmas 
presents of the 
POST-DISPATCH to- 
day and it comes 
in the form of a 
story. A year ago 
to-day he was a 
victim to corpu- 
lance, bound by 
the massive chains 
of adipose tissue, 
wearing out his 
life beneath a cum- 
bersome mantle of 
fat.. Now his life 
is bright with hopes and he promises tohim- 
self that by next Christmas he will beas 
slender and lithe as in days gone by, gone 
longago. His nameits Alfred G. Clarke and 
he lives at 3521 Chestnut street. To-day he 
told the story of his personal experience in 
reducing his weight, and when surprise was 
expressed at the change which has come over 
him in even the last six months, he said: 

You may well be surprised, for since I saw 
you last I have become virtually another 
man, having cast off nearly one-fourth of my 
weight. Last April my weight was 24742 
pounds, and you may imagine what a looking 
object I was from my short stature. I wasa 
torture to myself, an object of anxiety to my 
friends, a standing joke among acquaint- 
ances and a laughing stock for strangers, who 
turned in the street and looked after mein 
wonder, admiration and surprise, as at some 
strange animal. 

AN ARCHITECTURAL PROBLEM SOLVED. 

Architecturally speaking I had solved the 
problem of how to procure the greatest pos- 
sible projection to a bay window in the 
smallest possible space. The little children 
on the sidewalk would pause in their play to 
gaze upon and laugh at ‘‘the fat man.’’ 

Toa person of refined sensibilities a well- 
grounded ridicule is very unpleasant, and 
although my mental cuticle is not abnormally 
thin, I confess to have been grievously 
troubled by these demonstrations. In short I 
had reached that physical condition, where, 
atany moment the circulation of blood might 


be impeded and even finally stopped. Iwas 
so oppressed by the accumulation of fat, that 
I could not sleep in bed asan honest man 
should, and as 1 generally do, but as soon as I 
fell asleep a smothering sensation forced me 
to spring upand assume an upright position. 
To sleep inan easy chair was my only fe- 
course, and I adopted It. 

This tendency to acquire fat first manifested 
itself about ten years ago, and came on me so 
suddenly that in one week’s time I noticed 
the accumulation. I then weighed about 160 
pounds, and had not varied ten pounds from 
that weight since I was 25 years of age, not 
even through the whole war in which I 
served « 

When obesity first made its appearance I 
tried all sorts of nostrums, patent and other- 
wise, but allto no purpose. ‘‘Anti-Fat’’ had 
some influence in that direction, but it was 
only temporary. Whenever I neglected to 
take it I vrew fat again, and I could not make 
it consistent with my other obligations asa 
citizen and a man toadopt It as a steady diet. 

So.it. finally became a ‘‘ground hog’’ case; 
it was either less fat ora short life, and f 
concluded that if there was any virtue in Dr. 
Lanting’s system of ‘‘diet and exercise’’ I 
would give it a‘Tair trial, although I expected 
to suffer severe bodily discomfort during the 
experiment. 

PRO BONO PUBLICO. 

For the benefit of parties similarly affected 
and in the hope of thus. being instrumental in 
pointing out to them a sure method and 
means of relief, I will give you a detailed ac- 
count of the reducing regimen, with dates, 
etc., of which I kept a continuous record. 

Dec. 25, 1889, welght, 265 pounds; height, 5 
feet 6 Inches. 

April 25, 1890, weight 24742 pounds. 

Breakfast—Black: toast =o tea, 1. e., 
without sugar or cream,and perhaps three 
or fourounces of lean, rare beef steak; no 
potatoes nor sugar, nor butter, nor any 
article of food containing them. 

Dinner—Black toast, plain tea to soften it, 
lean boiled beef; pickles. 

Supper—Cold boiled beef; toast and tea. 

I followed this menu for that week, and at 
the end of it, May 8, my weight was 240 
pounds, a loss of 742 pounds, 

This encouraged me greatly and gave me 
courage to persevere. I saw that I would 
‘‘vet there if the sand held out,’’ for after all 
it does require a little sand; or, in other 
words, self-control to pursue the Banting sys- 
tem. Another thing must be borne in mindas 
being ofthe very greatest importance and 
that isexercise. I walked all the time I could 
command during the day, a careful™ to 
walk faster and farther \than I had been in 
the habit of doing. Besides this I suspended 
a sand-bag from the ceiling in the cellar; 
and poocranse the manly art, occasi ly 
beguiling someartiess young man, po 
for glory asan athlete, to participate in t 
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In short, I neglected no means nor 
occasion to exercise the muscles. Even, 
when going upstairs I took the back stairs,’ 
they are steeper than the front 
stairs and more difficult to climb, although I 
will admit that this was, perhaps, carrying 
the Banting theory to excess. 

From May 3 to May 10 I lost six unds, the 
next week three anda half pounds, the next 
two and a half pounds, and then during two 
consecutive weeks I lost one and a half 
pounds each week. 

IN THE SWEAT-BOX. 

June 7—Drew the reins tighter, ate less and 
exercised more, so that June 141 weighed 
218, a loss that week of seven pounds. 
For the three preceding weeks it seemed to 
be more difficult to remove the adipose 
sol built an airtight box in the cellaran 
charged the work to exercise account. This 
box was used for sweating purposes, and was 
so constructed that a person sat comfortably 
on a stool inside of it with his head project- 
ing from a hole inthe top and cloths stuffed 
in about his neck to confine the heated air. 
When seated, another person introduces an 
alchol lamp which when lighted rarifies and 
heats the air sothat perspiration starts from 
every re, and runs literally in streams 
from the body. This is far more efficient 
thad any hot water bath, as but little pers- 
piration can leave the pores when under 
water. Instead of a — I used an open 
bowl, pouring into it perhaps two gills of 
alcohol forone bath, and, if desirable, re- 
plenishing it. 

This hot air or vapor bath cannot be rated 
too high for the use of any and all persons. 
One trial will convince the most skeptical 
that this is the best method of cleansing the 
skin of effete matter. 

From June lito June 21 I lost 4% unds, 
and ¢he next week only l}2 pounds, although 
I thought that my diet was lighter, and ex- 
ercise more violent than when I lost 7 pounds. 

July 5, weight 208 pounds, a weekly loss of 
4 pounds, and the next week I lost nothing 
except patience. 

July 19, weight 20642 pounds, loss 1 pound, 
and here I ‘‘put on the screws’’ once more, 
and July 26 my weight was 200% pounds, loss 
6 pounds. 

Aug. 3, loss 2 a pound; Aug. 10, 3 
Aug. 17, 2 pounds and Aug. 24, 4 poun 

My weight was now 192 pounds, and I had 
reduced my ‘‘adipose tissue’’ fifty-five and 
one-half pounds. Since then I have ailter- 
nately feasted and ‘‘fasted,’’ losing and gain- 
ing weight. Dec. 20, weight 196, and Christ- 
mas week I shall probably lose two or three 
pounds, for long-continued practice enables 
me to judge very closely as to gain or loss. 

SORROW FOR FELLOW SUFFERERS. 

Every day Isee on the street parties who 
are suffering asI did, andI can assure them 
if they will faithfully follow this fasting and 
exercise system they can reduce their weight 
gradually, and at no great discomfort to 
themselves. I should add that the frult sea- 
son afforded me great relief and satisfaction, 
and I almost lived on raw tomatoes. 

During my fasting weeks now, 1 consume 
apples largely, Genatings when I can get 
them. The opinionI have arrived at during 
all these weeks Is that exercise is fully as es- 
sential for the purpose of reducing the weight 
as dieting, although, of course, both are 
necessary. Anotherthing, and a very im- 
portant one, too, is the use of water 
as a beverage. Excessive use of water 
will of itself produce this tendency or habitof 
the body toward obesity, as it distends the 
stomach more or less, and is capable of mak- 
ing fat. I bad always been a great water 
drinker—a quart of cold water at a dratt 
counting but little. Atthe beginning of my 
dieting. Labstaffi®d from this excessive use 
of water, and soon found it easy. [had been 
drinking it because it was agreeable, not be- 
cause it was necessary, nor solely because I 
was thirsty. I belleve that this also was of 
help in producing the desired result. 

One more suggestion, this one to coffee 
drinkers. Coffee thickens the blood, and 
many cases of so-called ‘‘heart failure’’ are 
caused by this thickened condition of the 
vital fluid. The heart is no longer able to 

ump it with sufficient force to reach the ex- 

remities. Persons who are suffer- 
ing from periodical headaches or 
dizziness now so commoncan probably find 
complete relief by abstaining from'coffee. This 
is no mere theory, but the result of my own 
long continued observation and the experi!-, 
ence of several of my friends confirms it ina 
very striking manner. It is only fair to state 
that some persons, trying to reduce their 
weight regard black coffee (i. e., without 
sugar orcream)asanaid. Sugar or sweets 
of all kinds and Mh mts containing starch 
are the articles to be avoided. A purely veg- 
etable diet is always fattening. Persons who 
can make up thelr minds to pursue the Bant; 
ing system faithfully have their physica 
condition as to fat much in their own hands, 
and they will findit much easier and more 
agreeable in execution thanthey now think 
possible. Experience will teach them to iIn- 
vent new dishes so that their meals will have 
considerable variety. 

My opinion is that whenever a person is 
hungry he is losing fat by his system assim- 
lating it, as any steam engine consumes 
fuel. Both the body and the engine are mak- 
ing caloric to run the machine.
